PROFIT  AND  LOSS.  ji

Every  person  imtcli  acquainted  with  book  keep- 1 
ing  knows  perfectly  well  that  the  terms  profit  and  j, 
loss,  when  employed  together,  are  set  in  opposition  j 
to  each  other,  and  are  of  course  exactly  opposite  in 
meaning.  The  satito  may  hc.saiJ  of  loss  and  gain.  | 
If  1  gain  any  thing,  I  come  into  possession  of  it,  j 
and  of  coufse  I  have  it,  rtnd  it  is  considered  as  so! 
much  gain  or  profit.  On  the  other  hand,  if  I  lose! 
any  thing,  I  go  out  of  possession  of  it,  and  of  course  |i 
T  have  it  not,  and  this  is  properly  spoken  of  as  sol. 
much  loss.  In  the  light  of  these  truism,  let  us  cun-  j, 
sider  a  ceriaiti  passage  cf  scripture.  I 

On  a  certain  occasion  tlic  .Saviour  asks,  ”  What  j, 
shall  it  profit  a  man,”  or  “  What  is  a  man  profited, 
if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  world,  and  lose  his  own 
soul  ?  Or  what  shall  a  man  give  in  exchange  fori! 
his  soul.”*  This  is  the  rendering  of  the  common  , 
version,  which,  as  is  allowed  on  all  hands,  is  often  j 
correct,  but  sometimes  wrong.  According  to  the  | 
popularinterprctation  oft!)ispa3sage,tlielos3  which  ; 
the  common  version  makes  the  Saviour  denomi-  . 
nate  the  loss  of  i!ie  soul,  is  equivalent  to  the  sen-  , 
tencing  of  the  individual  to  endless  punishment. —  j 
But  a  little  plain  common  sense  ought,  I  should  j 
think,  to  he  sufficient  to  convince  any  reasonable  I 
person  that  even  if  the  doctrine  cf  endless  punish¬ 
ment  is  true,  this  text  does  not  teach  it,  let  it  teach  j 
what  else  it  may,  or  l^t  that  doctrine  be  taught  in  jj 
as  many  other  lexis  as  the  most  ignorant  person  j 
ever  supposed.  Tlie  Saviour’s  problem  is  clearly 
one  of  profit  and  loss  as  consequent  ujKm  gaining 
and  losing;  .and  no  good  reason  can  be  given  why 
the  losing  he  men'inns  is  not  an  exact  counterpart 
to  the  gaining  of  which  he  speaks.  “  What  shall  i 
it  profit  a  man,”  says  he,  “if- he  shall  gain”  this,  1| 
“and  lose”  that?  Were  he  to  gain  what  the  jj 
Saviour  mentions,  he  would  ol  course  have  it —  ■ 
would  have  the  whole  world.  Were  ho  to  loscti 
what  the  Saviour  mentions,  lie  would  of  course  have  ij 
it  not — would,  according  to  the  rendering  of  the  ji 
common  version,  have  not  any  “  soul"  at  all.  For  ;! 
observe,  ibe  Saviour  speaks  of  a  man’s  losing  “bis 
own  soul,”  not  his  own  bappinees — not  the  loss  of 
the  happiness  of  his  own  soul,  but  the  loes  of  the 
soul  itself. 

From  tlic  foregoing  considerations  arise  the  fol¬ 
lowing  concl'isions  : 

1.  The  loss  of  which  the  S.TvIour  speaks  was 
actually  of  something  which  a  man  can  beili  vested  of 
and  yet  he  a  man — yet  rciai:i  hisideniiiy.  Hence 
that  whicli  out  version  here  cells  soul,  can  not  be 
what  is  coinmon'y  meant  by  that  term,  since  for  a 
man  to  lose  h.i-;  roiiI,  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  that 
term,  and  of  course  to  be  tcilkoul  any  soul,  would 
be  like  a  dollar’s  losing  its  silver.  In  either  case, 
that  would  be  gone  wliicit  constitutes  the  very  iilcn- 
liiy  of  the  loser ;  -o  that  it  would  be  absurd  to  say, 
after  such  n  loss,  tlial  chliei  the  man  or  the  dollar 
had  any  existence.
